Certain observations on the international application 



The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully suppcsted by 
the description, are made: 



vague and unclear and leaves the reader uncertain 
as to the meaning of the technical feature in 
question. As a result^ the subject matter of said 
claim is not clearly defined (PCT Article 6) . 

Further, it follows from the description (page 3, 
line 31 to page 4, line 1) that the following 
feature is necessary for the definition of the 
invention : 

in the hub carrier (12) of the wheel head (2) the

The new claims 1-6 submitted to the International 
Bureau under PCX Article 19(1) introduce 
substantive matter which, contrary to PCX Article 
19(2), goes beyond the disclosure in the 
international application as filed. Xhe present 
objection concerns the wording ^^a coolant channel 
(10) is arranged in the area of the wheel bearings 
(5)" in the characterizing part of the new claim 
1. Xhis wording does not follow from the 
description, which shows instead that coolant is 
supplied inside the wheel bearings and a coolant 
channel (12) is provided in a hub carrier (12) of 
the wheel head (2) . However, the wording ""in the 
area" broadens the claim to comprehend the area 
""outside" as well as that ""inside". Xhis cannot 
simply be inferred from the description. 
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
